HE announcement of a four-year-old record of 34.04 
T lbs. butter on the heifer, Ruby Walker Sylvia Model, 

owned by the Hon. A. C. Hardy at Avondale Farms, 
Brockville, Ont., brings us the news of the completion of 
a five-generation group of 30-lb. cows—the first such 
group in history. Not only that, but she completes the 
only six-generation group in the world averaging over 
30 Ibs. She is a descendant in the sixth generation of 
the great foundation cow, Prilly, tracing to that grand old 
matron through a direct line of 30-lb. cows. Prilly’s own 
record of 25.20 lbs. butter made at the age of 12 years is 
included to complete the six-generations averaging over 
30 lbs. The names and butter records of the animals 
forming the six-generation group appear on the following 
page. 

Ruby Walker Sylvia Model, the youngest member of 
this group, started as a senior two-year-old with a record 
of 23.76 lbs. butter from 463.2 lbs. milk, 96.84 Ibs. butter 
in 30 days from 2061.8 lbs. milk. Within the next twelve 
months she completed a senior three-year-old record of 
29.19 Ibs. butter from 500.8 Ibs. milk. Freshening for 
the third time as a senior four-year-old, she has just made, 
according to her owner’s figures, the following production:

The new 34-lb. four-year-old combines on her dam’s 
side the best of Prilly-Walker breeding and on her sire’s 
side, combines the May Echo Sylvia and Belle Model 
strains. She is the second daughter of her sire to make 
over 30 lbs. butter as a heifer. Her sire, King Echo 
Sylvia Model, is a son of Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac 
from a 28-lb. daughter of the 36-lb. four-year-old, Belle 
Model Pietje, who in turn is from a twice 37-lb. cow. It 
is interesting to note that the twenty nearest dams of this 
heifer are, with three exceptions, 30-lb. cows or better, 
the three exceptions being a 28-lb. cow, a 29-lb. cow and 
an untested one. She and her nineteen nearest dams av- 
erage over 33 Ibs. butter in 7 days. Her complete pedigree 
is given on page 11, to show the combination of blood 
lines back of her.

State of Michigan—Holstein Breeders 


NE of the largest and most progressive breeders of 
Holsteins in the United States is the State of Michi- 
gan, which has been in the business of breeding 
purebred Holsteins for almost forty years. Thirteen of 
Michigan’s state institutions, hospitals, schools, prisons, 
etc., now have either grade or purebred Holsteins, all 
except one of the thirteen having some purebreds. In 
these thirteen institutional herds there are over one 


thousand purebred Holsteins and over five hundred grades. 


hired on their ability alone. A large part of the labor in 
conection with the development of these herds has been 
performed by the inmates of the various institutions. 

The figures given above were supplied us by Horace 
W. Norton, Jr., Director of the Bureau of Animal Industry 
in the State of Michigan. The selection of Mr. Norton 
for this important position was especially fortunate, par- 
ticularly from the standpoint of the development of the 
Holstein herds, as Mr. Norton is one of the foremost Hol- 
steins authorities in the state. He has been 
for a number of years a director of the Na-

The chief purpose of the Holstein herds operated at 
Michigan State Institutions is to provide a good supply ot 
Holstein milk—pure, nourishing and full of vitality—for 
the physically or mentally unfortunate inmates of their 
hospitals and for the growing boys and girls of their 
various state schools. As early as 1885, the Department 
of Agriculture of Michigan recognized not only the eco- 
nomic production of the Holstein cow, but also the value 
of Holstein milk with its qualities of vitality and easy 
digestibility for this purpose. 

Records of production kept in these in- Fa 
stitutions indicate that the Michigan institu- ie 
tional herds rank for average production : 
with the best herds in the country. During 
the past fiscal year, records kept in eight of 
the thirteen institutions show that 685 cows 
produced during the year 6,846,849 lbs. milk, 
or an average production per cow of 9,995 
Ibs. and better. The figures for the Pontiac 
State hospital and four of the smaller institu- 
tional herds are not included in these figures. 
The highest herd average of any of the eight 
herds considered was at Traverse City State 
Hospital, where 105 cows and heifers aver- 
aged for the year 11,512.5 lbs. Two other 
herds at the Newberry and Kalamazoo state 
hospitals averaged over 10,000 lbs. per cow, 
four others averaged 9,000 lbs. or better, and 
one, consisting largely of grades, averaged 
8,869 lbs. These figures speak volumes for 
the productive capacity of the Holstein cow 
and for the ability of the men, hired by the 
Michigan Department of Agriculture, to take 
charge of these herds. From a study of the 
figures, it is evident that the question of 
political preferment, which could easily be 
the bane of any such work on the part of the 
state institutions, has been conspicuously 
absent and that the managers have been

tional Holstein-Friesian Association and was 
the first paid secretary of the Michigan State 
Association. Under his general supervision, 
the various Holstein herds in the Michigan 
institutions made great progress. 

The first purebred Holstein purchased by 
the State of Michigan was the bull, Don 
Juan, purchased September ‘1, 1885 to head 
the herd at the Eastern Michigan Asylum, 
now known as the Pontiac Sfate Hospital. 
By using this bull and other purebred sires 
on their herd of grade and native cattle, the 
herd was transformed in the next eleven 
years into a very high grade herd practically 
all over seven-eighths Holsteins and several 
purebred cows had also been purchased. In 
1896, a carload of thirteen cows and a bull, 
Sir Inka Artis Mechthilde, were purchased 
from the herd of Henry Stevens & Sons, 
Lacona, New York, from which the present 
herd of some one hundred sixty-seven head 
have been practically all developed,  In- 
cluded in this purchase was the cow, Maga- 
dora, carrying a calf which proved to be a 
bull and which was named Hengerveld De 
Kol, who was retained as a herd sire until 


c. ¢ 
165 days 1904. The work of Hengerveld De Kol as a 
196 days sire is too well known to need much com- 
ay ye menting. He was the first century sire and 


many of the greatest producers of the breed 
carry his blood. 

In 1899, Pontiac Korndyke was purchased 
and, as is well known, the mating of Pontiac 
Korndyke with the daughters of Hengerveld De Kol 
proved to be one of the outstanding crosses of the Hol- 
stein breed. From this cross came King of the Pontiacs, 
generally considered as the leading A. R. O. sire of all 
time; Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 2d, first 37-lb. cow and the 
first to produce over 1000 lbs. butterfat; Pontiac Pet, the 
first cow to make a record of over 37% lbs. butter in a 
week; as well as numerous other famous transmitting

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Nominate Your Delegates 


URING the past week, blank petitions for the nomina- 
D tion of delegates to the coming annual convention 

of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America have 
been sent out to all members from the office of the Sec- 
retary. The process of making nominations has been 
somewhat simplified by action of the convention at Cleve- 
land last year. The rules now provide that in districts 
entitled to ten delegates or more the signatures of ten 
members are required in making nominations as formerly. 
In districts entitled to five to ten delegates, five signa- 
tures are required, while only three members are required 
to sign nominating petitions in districts entitled to less 
than five delegates. 

These nominating petitions should be made out, prop- 
erly signed and returned to the Secretary at Brattleboro, 
Vermont, during the present month, as the closing date 
for the receipt of nominations by the Secretary is March 
6, or ninety days before the date of the annual conven- 
tion. There is no limit to the number of nominations 
that may be made in any district and their names will 
be listed on the official ballot, later sent to all members 
for voting. These nominations will appear in the order 
in which the nominations are received by the Secretary. 
Members should see to it at this time that at least the 
full number of delegates to which any district is entitled 
are nominated at this time, as no district can have rep- 
resentation at the convention greater than the number of 
delegates actually elected, even though the number be 
less than the number to which the district is entitled. 

In both of the preceding years, many states have failed 
to make any nominations at all and the members from 
those districts, therefore, through their own lack of in- 
terest have not had direct representation. This has been 
particularly true in the states located at some distance 
from the place of the meeting and the states of the South- 
eastern section of the country have suffered most in this 
respect. With the convention at Richmond, Virginia, this 
year, a location most convenient to this section of the 
country was designated, and members in the South, there- 
fore, should not miss this opportunity of participating In 
the affairs of the National Association. 

The coming convention will consider many matters of 
the highest importance to every breeder. These will re- 
late to questions of the rules for Advanced Registry as 
well as the conduct of the Secretary’s office, both of which 
come very close to every individual breeder in his re- 
lations with the National Association. 
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The Good Ones Advertise 


PERTINENT warning against “good looking coun- 
terfeits” is sounded in the following letter from a 
Wisconsin correspondent, who writes as follows: 


“In speaking with a prominent Wisconsin breeder recently 
a good point was made. ‘The honest sloper,’ he insisted, ‘has 
not damaged the sale ring to the extent that the choice type 


counterfeit has impeded the work. When a man buys a sloper 
he buys her for what she is—buys her at a discount because 
of her irregular makeup and she at least pays out at the pail— 
granted that her type is her only shortcoming. The cows that 
raise havoc and wreak vengeance in the sale ring are the 
attractive looking, highly fitted, goat-performing, leaky milk- 
ing, hard-milking, kicking and nervous temperament sort that 
are bought at a premium because of their masqueraded nature 
These more so than the much maligned sloper as such ought 
to be tagged for the stock yards.’ 

“Of course, you find the non-performing and_ irregular 
kind in off-type cattle, but they very’ seldom pass 
the scrutiny of the inspectors. The good looking counterfeit 
unless very carefully gone over, is apt to worm her way into 
the sale and make endless trouble for buyer, seller and sale 
management.” 

The remarks of our correspondent, while directed par- 
ticularly at the sale ring, are equally true with respect 
to private transactions. Particularly is it true in the 
sale of animals to beginners and to breeders in new sec- 
tions of the country where satisfaction at the outset 
means the development of new markets and a larger 
demand for our breed, while dissatisfaction in such cases 
means opportunity for other breeds. 


A particularly forcible presentation of this thought 
was made by Mr. Joseph N. Turner of Hollins College, 
Virginia, speaking before the breeders of Pennsylvania 
at their annual banquet last week. He was describing 
the possibilities for development of the Holstein industry 
in the South. These, he stated, were dependent not alone 
upon the education of the Southern farmer regarding the 
value of the Holstein cow as a profitable producer and 
the care and feed required by a first class dairy cow, but 
also it will depend upon the friendly spirit of our breeders 
in the North and the care they exercise in seeing that 
the Southern purchaser gets his money’s worth every 
time. He pointed out that many business concerns have 
adopted the Golden Rule as sound business procedure 
and urged the importance of a similar attitude upon our 
breeders in the Holstein industry. There is no question 
about the soundness of the advice.

N OUR cover this week we show that grand old 

matron, Prilly 40082, one of the greatest founda- 

tion cows of the breed. The publication of the pic- 
ture is particularly timely in this issue in view of the 
announcement of the new five-generation combination of 
30-lb. cows, headed by one of the daughters of Prilly. On 
another page of this issue are listed a number of the 
leading family combinations of the breed for five, six, 
seven and eight generations and it is interesting to note 
how often the name of Prilly and her daughters and 
granddaughters appear in this leading combination. 

Prilly has made several good records, her best com- 
ing at the age of twelve years when she produced 25.2 
lbs. butter in 7 days. (Prilly has six A. R. O. daughters, 
etc.) Prilly has six A. R. O. daughters, all with records 
from 24 to 30 Ibs., the smallest record on the list being 
a 24-lb. junior three-year-old. Practically every one of 
these daughters have transmitted excellent production 
generation after generation. She also has three proven 
sons. A large number of her descendants, in the direct 
female line, have made creditable milk and butter records, 
including in a number of instances eight generations of 
good producers. 

Prilly was born February 28, 1895, being bred by Henry 
March of Morrisville, N. Y. Most of her development was 
made in the herds of A. A. Hartshorn of Hamilton, N. Y.; 
H. A. Moyer, Syracuse, N. Y.; in which herd a large num- 
ber of her best-record descendants were bred. She is 
a daughter of Plum 4th’s Joe, who has a strong Johanna 
cross on both sides, and her dam, Patty’s Gelsche, wus 
close to imported breeding.

MONTANA STATE ASSOCIATION ORGANIZED 


On the closing day of the 1924 Farmers’ Week at Mon- 
tana State College a new state-wide organization came into 
being—the Montana Holstein-Friesian Association. In 
anticipation of the organization of the Holstein breeders, 
W. E. Meyer, western representative of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America, was present and the 
Montana Dairymen in convention at the time so arranged 
their program as to give the entire closing day over to the 
consideration of the Holstein cow and the perfecting of 
the association. 

Preliminary to the organization work, Mr. Meyer and 
Mr. E. J. Haslerud of Montana State College, demon- 
strated the method of selecting Holsteins by the use of 
the “True Type Models.” Following this Mr. Meyer told 
of the operation and the purpose of the extension de- 
partment of the American Holstein-Friesian Association 
and explained how the work of advancing the breed was 
carried on through the cooperation of state organizations. 

In the organization meeting that followed, Dr. Joseph 
Piedalue, of Bozeman, was elected president; F. E. Hud- 
lestone, of Billings, Vice-President; E. J. Haslerud, of 
Montana State College, Secretary-Treasurer; and C. H. 
Wight, of White Sulphur Springs, J. H. Hofstetter, of 
Lewistown, David Lea, of Stevensville, and Miss Louise 
Maier, of Butte, were elected additional members of the 
Board of Directors. 

The organization started with 20 charter members and 
as many more enthusiastic Holstein breeders of the state 
firmly behind the organization and ready to come in. 
The membership fee was placed at five dollars ($5.00). 

At a meeting of the Board of Directors it was brought 
out that a large number of Holsteins, both purebreds and 
grades, had been purchased outside of the state to supply 
the Montana trade. In many cases the prices were con- 
siderably higher than the same class of stock that could 
have been bought at home. It was explained that this 
was not due entirely to the fact that breeders preferred 
outside stock, but that the purchasers were not familiar 
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with sources of supply within the state. The directors 
agreed that one of the greatest services that the new or- 
ganization could perform was that of keeping buyers in- 
formed of the development of Montana Holsteins, the 
records being made, the breeding represented, and where 
stock could be obtained. It was stated that many of 
those who purchased cattle outside of the state found that 
it took considerable time to acclimate them and very 
often high-priced cows produced very little the first year 
or two. 

As a further illustration of the superiority of Montana 
cattle it was explained that the cows of this state have 
a health record exceeded by no other state, a point es- 
pecially well illustrated by the tuberculosis eradication 
work being carried on in the state. A recent monthly 
report of this work showed that out of almost 8,000 head 
of cattle tested only 24 reacted to the disease, approxi- 
mately three-tenths of one per cent. 

There are approximately 50 breeders of purebred Hol- 
steins in Montana and about 3,000 purebred Holsteins. 
Among the 50 breeders, five are doing yearly official test- 
ing and others are doing seven-day official testing. Among 
the records made in these tests are the following: Mutual 
Clothilde De Kol 3rd, 320510, owned by J. H. Hofstetter, 
of Lewistown, made a state record of 30,219.7 lbs. of milk 
and 1182.4 lbs. of butter. Grace Koningen, owned by 
Montana State College, has a yearly record of 29,647 lbs. 
of milk and 1164 lbs. of butter, and a seven-day record of 
721 lbs. of milk and 35.22 lbs. of butter, and is now on 
another test with every promise of exceeding her former 
records. Helen Uilkje Calamity, owned by the Bureau 
of Animal Industry at Huntley, produced 25,499.4 Ibs. of 
milk and 1029 Ibs. of butter. Some very creditable yearly 
records also have been made in the herd of David Lea 
& Sons, of Stevensville, among them several that have 
established new state marks and others that won associ- 
ation prizes.

Last year her cow test record was 18,- 
490 pounds of milk and 729.6 pounds of 
butterfat, so that for the last twenty- 
four (24) months she has made over 
40,000 pounds of milk and almost 2,000 
pounds of butter.

$67.86 and the cost of her grain $187.72 
making a total feed bill of $255.58. 
Her milk was shipped to Washington 
as fluid milk bringing an average farm 
price of $3.24 per cwt. or a total in. 
come of $702.72 which left a profit 
over feed cost of $447.14. She was on 
pasture 214 days besides which she 
consumed 5182 pounds of corn silage, 
777 pounds of beet pulp, 2133 pounds 
of mixed clover hay and 6803 pounds 
of “Larro” dairy feed. The remarka- 
ble part about her record is that she 
was run as a strict dairy proposition 
to make money on her milk. She was 
run right with the rest of the herd 
and was not kept under artificial con- 
ditions to make a record, the only dif- 
ference being that she was milked 
three times daily for part of the year. 
There is no question if she had been 
milked three times daily for the whole 
year and forced at all that she would 
have made at least 1000 pounds of 
butterfat for the year. It might also 
be added she had a daughter in the 
herd who made -about 11,000 pounds 
of milk and 400 pounds of butterfat 
in ten months as a two-year-old. This 
record is better than “Sadie’s” at the 
same age.

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Pennsylvania Annual Meeting and Banquet 


ENNSYLVANIA’S Annual _ Hol- 
fad stein meeting at Harrisburg, 
January 24, was an unusually 


harmonious affair this year. It was 
featured by a whole hearted, good 
natured discussion of extension plans 
and policies, with particular attention 
to the Philadelphia milk situation, 
and finally resulted in a unanimous 
vote of approval of the present plan 
of cooperation with the National As- 
sociation. The attendance was not 
quite up to recent years, probably 
fifty members dnd delegates from 
local clubs being: present. President 
John A. Bell Jr., occupied the chair. 

The first order of business was the 
adoption of a resolution of sympathy 
for Sec’y Hugh Jones, and regret at 
his serious and protracted illness. 
Dr. L. M. Thompson was appointed as 
temporary secretary for this meeting. 
The minutes of the previous meeting 
were read and approved, and Dr. 
Thompson read a brief report pre- 
pared by Sec’y Hugh Jones. He told 
of the legislative work done by the 
Federation last year and urged that 
during the coming year attention be 
given to the matter of equalizing 
assessments of taxes on purebred ani- 
mals, and also reduction of shipping 
rates on purebreds. 

The report of Treasurer Frank 
Keen showed a balance on hand of 
about $463, after taking care of ex- 
penditures of $526 during the year. 

Several minor amendments to the 
by-laws were considered, the prin- 
cipal one adopted providing that each 
delegate present from County Clubs 
should be entitled to represent ten 
members not present in person. The 
only dissenting vote was Geo. Steven- 
son who desired to be placed on rec- 
ord against it on the ground that 
every member of such an organiza- 
tion should have the right to vote in 
person or by proxy. 

“X letter was read by President Bell 
from Sec’y C. H. Grabill of the Vir- 
ginia Association urging Pennsyl- 
vania’s active participation in the 
coming National Sale at Richmond. 
On motion the matter was left in the 
hands of the incoming Board of Offi- 
cers. 

Allen M. Crissey, district field maa 
for the states of Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey and Delaware, made a biietf 
report of his activities during the 
year. This included a careful investi- 
gation of the Philadelphia milk situa- 
tion, which showed all dealers in that 
city fostering the high test proposi- 
tion. Important service was rendered 
along legislative lines in securing 
passage of filled milk and dairy sub- 
stitute advertising laws. Booths were 
maintained at the important fairs and 
shows of the district, and large quan- 
tities of literature distributed. The 
largest part of the time however was 
devoted to work in the field, 131 meet- 
ings being held and many individual 
farms visited. Forty-one counties 
adopted definite programs of work, 
and nearly all of them carried out 
their programs with reasonable suc- 
ress. Thirteen new county organiza- 


tions were formed during the year. 
President Bell asked for a frank

discussion of the work done by Mr. 
Crissey and of the plan of financing 
this work through the transfer money 
returned from the National Associa- 
tion. This discussion culminated in 
a resolution, unanimously adopted, 
favoring a continuance of the work 
along the present lines. The discus- 
sion brought out a decided sentiment 
in favor of giving especial attention 
to the development of better markets 
for Holstein milk, sold as such. The 
members entered into this discussion 
very generally and showed great 
interest in it. Geo. Stevenson offered 
a resolution that this meeting recom- 
mend to the National Association that 
no records showing a test below 3.5% 
fat or over 4.6% fat should be 
accepted for Advanced Registry. This 
was finally amended to read “not less 
than 3% or more than 5% and was 
passed by a close vote. 
The Election 

After brief remarks by Dr. Munce 
and Mr. Phillips, the meeting pro- 
ceeded to the election of officers. 
President Bell appointed a nominat- 
ing committee consisting of Messrs. 
Bell, Reynolds, Robertson and Shirey, 
who brought in the following nomina- 
tions, all of whom were unanimousiy 
elected: President, Dr. L. M. Thomp- 
son, Montrose; Vice-President, W. 
Hugh Jones, So. Montrose; Secretary, 
G. H. Truckell, Harrisburg; Treas- 
urer, F. A. Keen; Directors, I. V. 
Otto, Carlisle; A. S. Deysher, Read- 
ing; John A. Bell, Jr., Pittsburgh; Dr. 
Northrup, Danville; J. M. Paxton, 
Houston; Chas. A. Row, Yardley. 

The Banquet 

The annual banquet of the Pennsyl- 
vania Federation comes the evening 
before the Annual Convention and 
meeting, and is a function of con- 
siderable importance. 

This year nearly 160 people were 
present by actual count, and we 
venture the assertion that none went 
away disappointed. After the eating 
was concluded, Pres. John A. Bell Jr., 
said a few words of welcome and 
turned the meeting over to the com- 
petent charge of Dr. John M. Thomas, 
President of Penn. State College, and 
a natural born toastmaster. His open- 
ing remarks contained a classic 
reference that we must pass on for 
the enjoyment of our readers. The 
reference was to “Hornless George,” 
who Dr. Thomas said he understood 
was “now engaged in getting the facts 
to make a test case to determine the 
accuracy of St. Peter’s records, when 
he goes up above.” 

Hon. Frank P. Willets, State Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, read a masterly 
paper on Improved Markets for Dairy 
Products. He particularly emphasized 
the need of improved quality in the 
product, sound methods of marketing 
and economic distribution, better 
educational methods through dairy 
council activities, and finally more 
and better organization. He presented 
much valuable statistical information 
on the dairy industry. 

Jos. A. Turner, manager of the suc- 
cessful Holstein herd at Hollins Col- 
lege, Virginia, spoke at length on 
opportunities for Holstein develop- 
ment in the south, and ethical stand- 


ards of the Holstein industry. He 
pointed out the great undeveloped 
possibilities for dairying in the south, 
and the serious need for education as 
to the value and use of dairy-products 
and also in the care and feeding of 
improved dairy cattle. Referring to 
the coming National Sale at  Rich- 
mond, the speaker cautioned the 
breeders to remember that it is not 
a dairy country, but a country of 
great dairy possibilities, and that 
they must not expect to draw imme- 
diate dividends. He presented a 
strong plea for more friendliness 
among breeders and greater respect 
for and practice of the Golden rule in 
the Holstein industry. 

Prof. R. R. Graves of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry at Washington, dis- 
cussed breeding theories. His re- 
marks were brief but full of meat. 
He urged greater selection for regu- 
lar reproduction, as well as for type 
and production. One interesting 
statement made in connection with 
his discussion of the Mendillian laws 
of breeding was that the percentage 
of fat in milk apparently follows 
more closely the inheritance of the 
dam than the sire. He described 
briefly the work now in progress to 
attempt to determine the relation be- 
tween external measurements and 
the size of the internal organs, and 
also the relation of-the size of vital 
organs to production and reproduc- 
tion. In connection with the recom- 
mendations of the General Welfare 
Committee of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association, Dr. Graves expressed 
regret that more definite recognition 
had not been provided for the sires of 
ribbon and medal females. He also 
deplored the tying up of the score 
card with this good work on the 
ground that he doubts that an in- 
spector can go out and score the 
same animal twice alike. 

Prof. A. A. Borland of Penn. State 
College concluded the formal speak- 
ing program with a very fine illus- 
trated lecture on the future of the 
dairy industry. He presented com- 
parative figures showing the impor- 
tance of the dairy industry, not only 
in dollars and cents, but also in sound 
farming practise and in wise and 
economical nutrition. He showed by 
actual figures the greater value of 
purebred animals from a production 
standpoint and altogether painted a 
most optimistic and convincing 
picture of the future of the industry. 
Following Prof. Borland, Pres. Bigler 
of the New York Association, spoke 
briefly on the work being done by his 
organization. 

Very enjoyable musical numbers 
were presented by Mrs. Elizabeth 
Charles Reinhold, and the Susque- 
hanna Holstein quartette, which made 
such a hit at the National Dairy Show 
smoker. Dr. L. M. Thompson, newly 
elected president of the Pennsylvania 
Federation, is bass soloist in this 
very clever musical organization. 

The Farm Products Show 

These Holstein activities were only 
one feature of a full agricultural week 
at Harrisburg, this being the occasion 
of the annual Farm Products Show. 
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This is coming to be each year an 
event of greater and greater impor- 
tance and broader scope. It is in- 
tended as an exportion of Pennsyl- 
vania’s agricultural resources and 
each year it comes nearer to its mark. 
This year for the first time a demon- 
stration herd of Holsteins was on 
exhibition. These consisted of nine 
sons and daughters of King Piebe 
of York from Robertson Farm, York, 
Pa., and several head, including 
Lothian De Kol Korndyke, from I. V. 
Otto. These animals aroused much 
interest and favorable comment. The 
National Extension service also main- 
tained a booth. This was in chafge 
of Mr. Crissey and displayed the 
model cow and bull, which attracted 
much attention. 





CASS HERD TO BE DISPERSED 

The dates of February 19th and 
20th have been claimed by the Cass 
Farm Company of Sumner, Iowa, for 
their dispersal to be held at the Dairy 
Cattle Congress grounds at Waterloo. 
This has been for quite a number of 
years one of Iowa’s best known herds, 
and on two different occasions, 1918 
and 1920 has furnished one of the 
leading show herds of the season. In 
1918, a show herd headed by the 
present senior sire, King Aaggie 
Hengerveld, showing as a three-year- 
old and the present junior sire, Fayne 
Bessie Homestead, showing as a two- 
year-old, made the circuit of five 
State Fairs, Waterloo and the Na- 
tional, winning high honors wherever 
shown. The older bull was first in 


class at Waterloo and the National. 


At the five State Fairs, although only 
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three years old, he had to compete 
with full aged bulls, but won first 
prize, senior and grand championship 
at two of them—Missouri and Ne- 
braska—and second at the other 
three—Iowa and the two Kansas 
State Fairs. The junior sire was first 
in the two-year-old class at all seven 
shows from Missouri to the National. 
One of the foundation cows of the 
herd, Almeda Luecke Hengerveld, 
was first in class six times, and five 
times, including Waterloo was senior 
and grand champion. At the Na- 
tional she stood second to Minerva 
Beets. 

In 1920 another Cass Farm show 
herd again headed by the senior herd 
sire, took the field, exhibiting at six 
State Fairs, Waterloo and the Na- 
tional. King Aaggie Hengerveld was 
made grand champion at four of the 
State Fairs, stood fourth at the Na- 
tional and headed the first prize ex- 
hibitor’s herd at that show, which 
will be remembered as one of the 
greatest National Dairy Shows in 
history, with all the leading Holstein 
states of the middle west represented 
by State Herds. The balance of the 
1920 show herd from Cass Farm was 
(made up largely of daughters and 
sons of the two herd sires, the get of 
Fayne Bessie Homestead winning 
first prize get of sire at all six of the 
State Fairs. 

Except for eight foundation cows, 
every animal in the present herd is a 
descendant of one or both of the 
present herd sires. King Aaggie 
Hengerveld, who is from a 1000-lb. 
sister to Pietertje Maid Ormsby, now 
has 17 A. R. O. daughters, 14 of which 
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are still in the herd and will be in the 
sale, including a 30-lb. four-year-old 
and two others above 26 lbs. 

The junior sire, Fayne Bessie 
Homestead, is a son of that famous 
producer, Jessie Fobes Bessie Home- 
stead, former world’s champion jun- 
ior four-year-old in the 30-day division 
and the first cow to make three 
seven-day records averaging over 34 
Ibs. each. He has 35 daughters in 
the sale including six with good 
heifer records; also 12 sons, one a 
yearling from the 30-lb. daughter of 
King Aaggie Hengerveld. 

The motto of the farm has always 
been “Type with Production,” and 
the facts of what this herd has accom- 
plished speak for themselves. The 
herd has been under Federal Super- 
vision and is believed to be strictly 
clean, but is sold under a 60-90-day 
guarantee. Mack, Wood and Reeves 
will do the selling. 





A REAL PRODUCER AND A GREAT

blood of the two greatest sons of May Echo 
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Sylvia. Her second dam is a 36-lb. daughter of 
41.27 a twice 37-lb. cow. 
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dropped eight calves, four heifers and 
four bulls. Her oldest daughter has 
made four good year records up to 
834 lbs. butter from 20650 Ibs. milk. 
Her second daughter freshened first 
before she was two years old and 
made a year record of over 660 lbs. 
butter, coming back as a junior three- 
year-old with over 750 lbs. Her two 
youngest daughters, twins, are due to 
freshen this coming spring and will 
be run for a year. 

Now for her sons. The two older 
sons have been in service in Mr. Mc- 
Call’s herd. The two younger sons 
are twins, just turned one year old, 
and are described by those who have 
seen them as about as fine a pair of 
youngsters as one could wish to see. 
They are sired by a son of another 
foundation cow of the herd, Fairview 
Pearl Johanna Korndyke, who has 
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four year records averaging over 900 
Ibs. and who is a daughter of Pontiac 
Korndyke. Thus the two nearest 
dams of these fine pair of twins have 
together made eight year records 
averaging 1000 Ibs. butter—some- 
thing that can be said of only a few 
bulls. You will notice from the above 
that while Florence Idella Sharp was 
making her four 1000-lb. records she 
dropped two pairs of twins. This can 
be said of none of the other great 
four times 1000-lb. cows of the breed 
or of any breed—there being just one 
cow other than a Holstein whose pro- 
duction is comparable. Not only that 
but her first record and a part of her 
last were made on only three times 
a day milking. Her four year records 
average over 1087 lbs. butter from 
over 26,000 lbs. milk.

sires and great producing cows. Pon- 
tiac Korndyke was retained in service 
for about six years and many of his 
best offspring were bred at the Pon- 
tiac State Hospital. Many other 
well known sires have been in service 
in this herd, including Flint Henger- 
veld Lad in service from 1918 until 
his death in 1922. He was grand 
champion at the Yichigan State Fair 
in. 1921. 

Many of the largest record cows 
ever developed in the herd are 
daughters of Paul Beets Walker, pur- 
chased in 1912 from R. E. Chapin & 
Son, of Batavia, New York, for only 
$600. His daughters include the 
world’s champion senior two-year-old, 
_ Pontiac Irene, with 1102.69 lbs. butter 

from 25,324.6 lbs. milk; Pontiac Heba, 
a junior four-year-old with 1125.31 
Ibs., the largest year record ever 
made in the Pontiac herd. The pres- 
ent senior sire is Sir Clothilde Con- 
> cordia, purchased in 1912 from Peter 
Small, of Chesterland, Ohio, for 
$2,000. He is a son of Ona Clothilde 
De Kol 2d, one of the 1000-lb. daugh- 
ters of the foundation cow, Ona Clo- 
thilde De Kol. He has forty daugh- 
ters in the herd at present and while 
none of them have as yet made 1000- 
lb. records, three of them have over 
900 lbs. butter in a year and several 
more over 800 lbs. In the present 
herd are 148 cows, 73 over three 
years old; 22 two-year-olds; 24 year- 
ling heifers; 31 heifer calves, and 17 
bulls including the junior herd sire. 

The herd at Traverse City State 
Hospital, formerly known as the 
Northern Michigan Asylum, was 


founded on the purchase of a pure- 
bred bull and one cow in 1889. The 
next purchase of importance was a 
bull and six cows purchased in 1894, 
practically all daughters or grand- 
daughters of imported animals. The 
blood of many of these early founda- 
tion cows may be found in the herd 
today. 

The first herd sire used at Traverse 
City to become famous as an A. R. 
O. sire was Pontiac Butter Boy, who 
was in service for six years, leaving 
one hundred daughters in the herd. 
One of his sons, Nimica Butter Boy, 
was considered by C. L. Whitney, 
former steward at Traverse City, as 
the best bull bred at Traverse City 
previous to 1907. Other foundation 
herd sires include Homestead..Hen- 
gerveld Count De Kol and Johanna 
De Pauline 2d’s Lad, sons respec- 
tively of De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy 3d 
and Sarcastic Lad. 


Later sires include Admiral Walker * 


Colantha, who now has nearly half a 
hundred A. R. O. daughters, including 
9 from 30 to 37 lbs. His best daugh- 
ter and the most remarkable animal 
ever bred or developed at Traverse 
City is Traverse Colantha Walker, 
who holds Michigan State records in 
four different classes of the ten 
months’ division. She is the only 
cow to make three ten months’ rec- 
ords all in heifer form and all over 
900 lbs. butter. She also has a fourth 
ten months’ record of over 1000 Ibs. 
made as a five-year-old. Her best 
vear record is 1220.21 lbs. butter from 
24,850 lbs. milk and her best 7-day 
record made at the age of seven years 
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is 37.94 lbs. butter from 732.4 jbs. 
milk. Her senior two-year-old record 
of 914.19 lbs. butter in 305 dayg igs 
still a world’s record. She also holds 
the state record in two classes of the 
7-day division and two of the 30-day 
division. Several other cows bred and 
developed in this herd hold state re. 
ords, making a total of state records 
credited to the Traverse City in a}j 
the divisions and classes up to twelve. 

The largest year record ever made 
in the herd is that of Traverse 
Walker Maid Lass, who produced 25, 
751.6 Ibs. milk, containing 1254.9 Jps. 
butter. She is another daughter of 
Admiral Walker Colantha. 

Credit for the development of this 
herd should also go to King Segis De 
Kol Paul Netherl&nd, who has seven 
30-lb. daughters, and Traverse Prince 
Inka Lad, whose eighty-three A. R. oO. 
daughters include three over 30 Ibs., 
only three having been tested in fui] 
age form. 

The present senior sire is Echo 
Sylvia King Model, purchased at the 
Philadelphia National Sale in 1919 for 
$87000. He is a son of Champion Echo 
Sylvia Pontiac from the 36-lb. four- 
year-old, Belle Model Pietje. A full 
sister has three wonderful heifer rec- 
ords, over 27 lbs. as a two-year-old, 
over 34 lbs. as a three-year-old, and 
over 35 lbs. as a four-year-old. An- 
other full sister is dam of the new 41- 
lb. 4-year-old, Eco Sylv Belle Pietje. 
The junior herd sires at present are 
Prince Echo Rauwerd, another son of 
Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac, and 
Marathon Bess Burke 32d, recently 
purchased from John Erickson & 
Sons, a son of Marathon Bess Burke 
from Wisconsin Fobes 6th, a daugh- 
ter of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mer- 
cedes 37th, with over 1000 Ibs. butter 
as a four-year-old. 

There are nearly one hundred cows 
and heifers in the herd which include 
practically cows in milk.. Of this 
number, sixteen have 30-lb. records, 
one of the latest being a 32-lb. three- 
year-old daughter of the _ present 
senior sire, Echo Sylvia King Model. 


While the two herds mentioned, 
Pontiac and Traverse City, have the 
widest reputation nationally of any of 
the Michigan institution herds, the 
one at Newberry State Hospital is 
also becoming rather well known and 
is playing its part in making Hol- 
stein history. This herd now consist- 
ing of 125 head was established as a 
purebred: herd in 1899. This herd has 
specialized in Homestead breeding, 
one of the foundation sires being 
Northern Fobes De Kol, who was on2 
of the best sons of Homestead Jr. De 
Kol. Canary Paul Fobes Longfield, a 
son of Canary Paul 4th Homestead, 
has also seen considerable service in 
this herd. These two-sires have to- 
gether produced ten daughters with 
records from 30 to 39 lbs., some of the 
best of them having been bred and 
developed at Newberry State Hos- 
pital. The present senior sire is 
Dordora De Kol Koo Pontiac, a grand- 
son of King of the Pontiacs from a 
37-lb. daughter of a 35-Ilb. cow. One 
of his first daughters tested made 
23.74 lbs. butter as a two-year-old. 
The junior herd site is Grahamholm 
Colantha Lad, a son of the celebrated 
sire and show bull, Dutchland Cre?m- 
elle Colantha Lad, from a 35-lb. dam.

breed. It will be noticed that Prilly and May Echo, both 
ancestors of this heifer, appear in quite a number of these 
leading combinations. Of the eleven leading five-genera- 
tion groups of the breed, three are made up of descend- 
ants of Prilly and three of the descendants of May Echo. 

It will also be observed that while there is only one 
five-generation combination, all above 30 lbs. of butter, 
this combination does not have the highest average. The 
only such group averaging over 33 lbs. is made up of Belle 
Model Johanna and her descendants, this group including 
the new 41-lb. second calf junior four-year-old, Eco-Sylv 
Belle Pietje, just developed in Michigan. In second place, 
with an average of over 32 Ibs. is the group made up of 
the descendants of Aaggie Cornucopia Paul, a family 
sometimes known as the “Sunny Side Aaggies,” having 
been developed at Sunny Side Stock Farm in Ohio. The 
third place goes to the May Echo family and fourth to 
the Prilly group that are all over 30 lbs. In addition to 
these four groups, there are five more that average over 
30 lbs. for five generations, including two headed by May 
Echo, one by Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline, one by Spring 
Brook Burke and a second in the Belle Model family. 
A five-generation group of the Ona family also appears in 
the first twelve, with an average of 29.7 lbs. 

When we come to study the leading six-generation 
groups, we find the Prilly family still going strong, occu- 
pying nine places in the first sixteen, including second 
and third. Four May Echo groups rank fourth, fifth, ninth 
and twelfth. A Belle Model group ranks first and another 
seventh. The only six-generation group in the first six- 
teen outside of these three families is headed by Spring 
Brook Burke. 

When we come to the seven- and eight-generation 
groups, we find that Prilly has overwhelmed her com- 
petitors by sheer force of numbers. In the Prilly family, 
there are no less than twenty-seven different seven-gen- 
-eration groups, each group averaging over 23 lbs. Two of 
these groups average over 29 lbs. and twelve more from 
25 to 28 lbs. Four different daughters of Prilly—Beauty 
‘Pietertje, Prilly Princess, Cleopatra Gelsche and Mildred 
“‘Walker—appear in these first seven-generation groups. 
“The leading seven-generation group, however, goes to the 
jBelle Model family with an average of 29.72 lbs. 

The Prilly family stands supreme in the eight gener- 
-ation compdédtition, this family having produced seven 
‘such combinations, each averaging over 23 Ibs. The lead- 
ting eight-generation group given in connection with this 
‘story shows an average for the eight generations of 27.41 
— and the other six range from 26.42 lbs. down to 23.39 

Ss. 

Thus far we have been unable to find in any family a 
group of mine generations of tested animals. Chances are, 
however, that the Prilly family will bring out such a 
combination within the next few years.

INDIANA HOLSTEIN BREEDERS MEET ¥ 

“One of the best State Association m I have at- 

‘tended for some time was that of the Holstein breeders at 
Purdue last week. 

When they met they were quite discouraged because of 

a debt hanging over them. In order to get their part of 
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the transfer —fees, it was necessary to clean up this 
debt. 

At their meeting Friday morning they preferred first 
to hear from the representatives of the college and the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America as to what eo. 
operation they could expect as well as a suggested pro- 
gram of work. As the meeting was not called until late 
it was almost noon when this part of the program was 
finished. Then the matters of business were taken up 
and they became so interested they did not adjourn for 
lunch. After discussing their old debt from various 
angles, they decided to clean it up by voluntary contri- 
butions and in less than ten minutes there were enough 
checks in the hands of the treasurer to liquidate it. Then 
all felt good and they went ahead and planned for a state 
sale and a program of work. 

The election of officers was deferred as they decided 
to district the state so that all parts will have a hand 
in the workings of the Association. Professors Fairchild 
and Williams of the Dairy Department, Purdue Univer. 
sity, were instructed to divide the state into seven dis. 
tricts of as nearly equal Holstein population as possible 
and call a meeting in each district to elect a director 
from that district. When these are chosen they will 
meet and choose officers and adopt a program of work. 

Dairy Department Cooperates 

The best of cooperation is being received from the 
Dairy Department. They have outlined a project whereby 
they will help any county to organize a Holstein Associ- 
ation, or any other breed for that matter, and will help 
them get started. This will build up a good strong state 
organization if the breeders will take advantage of it. 

One of the unique things—fostered by the Dairy Ex- 
tension Department is the 300-lb. fat cow club. We will 
report on that more fully later. We are glad to be able 
to announce here that the best herd in this club is a 
purebred Holstein herd. 

They have an excellent equipment in a fine large dairy 
building at Purdue. Their barns are quite good and their 
herds representative. The department is well manned 
with Professor Gregory as head and Professor Fairchild 
as assistant in production. Extension is well looked after 
by Professors Gannon, Williams and Carmon. Altogether 
Purdue has a Dairy Department of which the Hoosiers 
may be justly proud.

herds is located at Kalamazoo State 
Hospital. This herd was founded in 
1914 and consists of 225 head of 
which one hundred are _purebreds. 
There are some forty A. R. O. cows 
in the herd, one of which has just 
made 32 lbs. The sires now in sgery- 
ice include a son of King of the Pon- 
tiacs from a 30-lb. dam, and a grang- 
son of King of the Pontiacs from a 34- 
lb. dam. 

The other Michigan institutions 
operating Holstein herds are the 
Michigan School for the Deaf at 
Flint; the Ionia State Hospital; the 
Michigan Home and Training Schoo!

Just fourteen months after the com- 
pletion of her first record, our world’s 
champion four-year-old milk producer, 
Mamsell Johanna, with 31,515.9 Ibs. 
milk and 1317.5 lbs. butter, has again 
completed a year’s record of 30,000 
Ibs. milk and about 1235 Ibs. butter. 
This in spite of the fact that she was 
not dry between lactation periods, 
carried calf 221 days during her 
world’s record performance and has 
again carried a ca!f 200 days during 
her test just completed. 

We believe in all sincerity that this 
is one of the outstanding perform- 
ances of any cow living or dead. She 
now becomes the only cow in the 
world to produce over 30,000 lbs. milk 
in a year at four and five years of 
age, as well as being the only junior 
four-year-old to milk over 31,500 Ibs. 
in a year. (Editor’s note: Princess 
Aaggie Polkadot De Kol recently 
completed a second record above 
30,000 Ibs. milk following a 31,000-lb. 
senior four-year-old record, but the 
second record was made as a Six-year- 
old.) 


At the close of the first test she 
was milking 70 ibs. a day and 
wouldn’t dry up in spite of the fact 
that she was put on a ration of tim- 
othy hay only, and, of course, thinned 
down considerably.

Minnesota Heifer Wins Exciting Race 
For World’s Championship 


In last week’s issue,.-we mentioned 
the neck and neck race being run by 
3ell Farm Bakker, Star Segis Pontiac 
Superior, and Onyx Lilith, for world’s 
championship in the junior three- 
year-old class of the 305-day division. 
All three heifers have broken the 
former world’s record in this class 
and were only waiting to qualify by 
dropping a living calf within the re- 
quired fourteen months’ period to 
claim the world’s record. A wire re- 
ceived from the Minnesota Holstein 
Co. dated January 24th announces 
that Star Segis Pontiac Superior 
qualified on that date by dropping an 
exceptionally fine bull calf. Not 
having heard from either Bell Farm 
or Maaikenshof, we assume that their 


heifers have not yet qualified, al- 
though one at least of them will 
probably do so _ before this item 


appears in print. The figures for the 
new world’s champion are 905 Ibs. 
butter from 19,600 lbs. milk or just a 
few pounds of butter more than the 
figures for Bell Farm Bakker. The 
Maaikenshoff heifer is between two 
and three pounds of butterfat ahead 
of the Minnesota heifer, but as she 
has not yet qualified, so far as we 
know, Star Segis Pontiac Superior 
stands as the world’s champion. 

The new world’s champion will be 
remembered as the first prize four- 
year-old at the last National Dairy 
Show, also winning first for advanced 
registry cow with two progeny. She 
is a daughter of King Segis Pontiac 
Superior, the great transmitting full 
brother to King Segis Pontiac Count 
and is from Far Oaks Star Ormsby. 
She was bred by V. S. Culver and 
joined the Minnesota Holstein Com- 
pany’s herd when Mr. Culver became 
secretary and manager of that firm. 
She deserves great credit for the 
honor she has won, even though she 
does not hold it more than a few 
days. 

The calf that the world’s champion 


dropped in qualifying for her world’s 
record is sired by a son of Piebe 
Laura Veeman Artis, whose final 
figures, as yet unverified, by the Ad- 
vanced Registry office, are given as 
30,765 lbs. milk containing 1326.8 lbs. 
butter. She is, therefore, another 
addition to the rapidly growing list 
of cows with over 1000 lbs. butterfat 
—a list which may exceed the hun- 
dred mark before the year is over. 
This record, with that of her sister, 
May Walker Ollie Homestead, gives 
to her sire, Piebe Laura Ollie Home- 
stead King, the honor of being the 
only sire having two daughters with 
year records averaging over 1400 lbs. 
butter.
